ment, aud: formed a plot to exterminate 
every foreigner in the land, without regard 
to nationality. A very extensive series. of 


|mugsocres, involving fully a hundred in- 


nocent victims, has already taken place, and 
attempts to murder the regularly accred- 
ited xepresentatives: of foreign Powers, 
whose persons by the itmmemorial’ prac- 
tice of nations, including China herself, are 
sacred, necessitated the employment of foreé 
to. relieve them.

minds us, where “conscience makes cowards of 
us all,” and surely did we not feel the itching 
strony upon ourselves,” we should not be so 
ready to find it in others.

Writing:with reference to the proposed China 
Leagne, Sir E. Ashmend-Bartlett, M.P., -suys: 
To startia powerful association on the basis 
that. Northera China is to be abandoned to 
Russia would be worse than pusillunimous; it 
would be futal, A policy based on such o piti- 
ful assumption would not only cause Northern | 
China to be Jost, it would.cause Central China 
to be indefensible and untenable, and would in 
the end lead to the loss of India. Nor is. this 
all. Such a policy would certainly alienate 
from this country Japan and the United States, 


for England. The aggression of Russia on 
Manchuria, and the cruelty with which the 
Chinese haye been’ treated by tho “Russian. 
troops, are the main cause ofthe ."‘Boxor” out- 
break. Mir. Colquhoun. overlooks two essential 
points.- ‘Iho firat is that the Yangtze-kiong 
Nalloy -ig“atrategically. indefensible against a 
great military Power ° holding Northern 
China, except perhaps by an immense ariny. 


After getting through ‘the ‘Ist round of the |- 


The ‘second point is. that. Russia always 
imposes her conscription on countries sho 
conquers. In Northern Chinn Bussia would 
find magnificent fighting material, which she 
-would soon turn into first-class soldiers. In 
Manchuria and Chibli ulone Russia would pain 
8 hardy population of close on 40,010,000, and 
would soon put 500,000 of Chinese im the field. 
What would then become’ of thé Yungtze Valloy 
provinces or even of al] Southern China, and 
afterwards of British Indin? If My.Colquhoun 
had been a partisan of Russian aggression, he 
could not hive put forward a thesia more deadly 
to Britizh, and. indeed to all peaceful and com- 
mercial interests. Northern Uhiina is not lost, 
and need not be lost. England. can safely ar- 
range with Jupan and the United Stetes, and 
probably also with Germany, to check all fur- 
thex inroads by Russia ou the integrity of 
Ching, and algo to gradually but surely .eform 
i Only, our Govorn- 
ment must have a clear aad definite policy in 
China. The policy of helpless drift, which has 
marked the last six years, must be once and for 
all eschewed.

‘article, and the neod which exists for a thor-' 
onghly. competent and well ‘instructed body of 
men, whether under, the-vame of a General. 
Staff, or any other title, has been insisted upon, 
The desirability of clearly defining’ the relations 
between tho Commander-in-Chief™ and “tho 
Svoretary ‘of State for War has beon dwelt 
upon. For the Exevative’ Military work the 
Commander-in-Chief should be made responsible 
‘to the Secretary of, State, Many good judges 
are of opinion that while the Commander-in- 
Chief should bo made supreme in executive 
duties, he should be relieved from the work of 
planning campaigns and devising strategy in 
peace time, and thot this work might be more 
conveniently carried out by a Chief of the Staff. 
There is a great deul to bo xaid in fovour of this 
view. : : . 
OFFICERS, THEIR TRAINING, APPOINTMENTS, 

AND EXPENSES, : 

The war.in South Africa: has, demonstrated 
that. those who declare that the education of 
our officers was not adequate to enable thom, 
to perform their dutiés with smccess in war, 
were right. We must,. therefore, at length 
consent to give onr officers proper opportuni. 
ties: of instrnction ; manwurres, must be the 
rule and not the exception; troops must be 
constantly exercised in pence time in doing 
those things which they. aro Likely to have to 
dv in wor’ time, snd the merits of an officer 
must be judged by his ability to perform the 
duties incident to war as far as the. conditions 
of peace permit. 

‘With regard to the officers themselves, it is 
probably not true to say that as a class they are 


incapable of improvement, but they possess very | . 
high. and rare qualities, and their. deficiencies, |. 


sach as they. are, ara largely ‘due.to. their lack. 
of opportunities. As a'rule the British officer 


| will perform whatever duty he is asked to per-” 


form. If heis asked to study his profession ina 
more practical way, than he has’ hitherto done, 
he will doubtless respond to the call.. At the same 
time there dces xeem to be gréat reason in the 
complaint which is constantly made that service 
in the Commiasioned ranks is necessarily so ex- 
pensive thatadmission’ to them is practically 
confined toa single ‘class, and that a class dis- 
tinguished by wealth ond not. by merit. The 
problem of how to diminish the expense which 
an officer hos to: bear is a'much-more difficult 
one ‘than ‘some. people .suppose, “ond hasty 
‘measurés may end in vory unfortunate results.- 
But an immense amount can be done to reduce 
the cost of ‘living in. n regiment, and to make 


| life-in it tolerable dnd pleasant to @ poor man. 


Before leaving tho question of Officers, it is 
well to add that much would be, gained if the 
higher commands. were assigned in peace to 
those likely to exercise them in war. The hasty 
organisation of: the various Staffs of the Army 
‘in South Africa. was scandalous. in itself, and 
detrimental to the: interests of the sorvice. 
The following, for iustance, was the, coniposition
